Eisenhower's school aid plan, 17 
days after he offered it to Con- 
gross, already looks like a wreck. 


He produced it Feb. 8. He said 


300,000 clossrooms are needed and 
unless 
the 
federal 
government 


helps the states, the emergency 
will continue. 


He suggested a thres-year plan 


under which the government would 
give states and local communities 
200 million dollars as a gift and 
920 millions in loans. 


In Congress, 
Democrats and 


some Republicans jumped on ths 
plan. So did one educator after 
another. Summed up, this was the 
criticism: 


The 200-million-dollar gift was 


far too small for school needs. And 
by the interest on its loans, the 
government 
would 
be 
making 


money at states' expense. 


Under the plan, states 
would 


have to set up special agencies to 
handle the loans. But some states' 
constitutions 
forbid 
such 
ar- 


rangement. The three-year 
plan 


would be too brief for some 
of 


those constitutions to be changed. 


Some states would have to pass 


special legislation to get in on the 
program. Some other states right 
now don't 
know whether 
they 


could participate. About eight are 
jh. position to-take advantage of 
the .loan arrangement right now.

a motor car. 


But several 
million 
teen-agers 


now hava the opportunity to fight 
for the greatest single 
privilege 


of American democracy, and, by 
and large, their attitude seems to 
be one of indifference. I refer to 
their lukewarm reaction to pro- 
posals to lower the voting age from 
21 to 18. 


Youth has got President Eisen- 


hower in its corner in this matter.

ously remarked It to von Mismarck 
"is the government of a house by 
its nursery." 


But in 1836 a forward- thinking 


young lawyer cf'25—fellow named 
Abraham Lincoln—had just the op- 
posite thought. 


"I go for all sharing the privil 


eges of the government who assist 
in bearing 
its burdens, he write, 


add ing he favored the right of sut 
frage for those "v/ho'pay taxes or 
bear arms, by no means excludin, 
females.'' 


Tod£.y, proponents of earlier vot- 


ing point out, there are roughtly 
five million citizens between 
1 


and 21 who are now taxed without 
representation. 
Youth is not ex- 


empt from taxes on thousands o) 
items, any more than the elderly 
are. 


About 1,500,000 are married and 


have set up housekeeping. 
And 


most of the men in that age group 
are, of course, subject to military 
duty. 


Personally, I wouldn't 
give a 


hoot if every guy and his girl got 
tc vote at 18. If we trust them out 
on a public highway in a 150-horse 
tower auto, why not trust them to 
show at least ordinary common 
sense in a voting booth? 


Georgia has left its 13-year-old 


vote for quite a spell now—it's the 
only state that does—and has sur 
vjved the experiment in fine shape. 
And why not? Isn't anyone at 13, 
when atriotism and idealism and 
honesty are at their peak, as likely 
to cast a selfles; vote as he would 
be at 45? 


If we accept the logic of 
Abe 


Lincoln, we can hardly deny the 
ballot, merely on- the grounds of 
age, to young men and 
women 


who work, pay taxes, and bear 
arms when called upon. 


Iiut it would be more heartening 


if our youth got all stirred 
up 


over the issue, marched .on Wash- 
ington, and really fought to 
win 


the right to vote. Teen-agers with 
the spirit to do that would be our 
democracy's true "hopes of tomor- 
row." 


But things granted for the mers 


taking usually wind up 
being 


merely taken for granted. A stran- 
ger to our civilization might ask 
us puzzedly:. "What do you really 
hold to be more important— 
the 


right to vote, or ihe right not to 
vote?" 


Fewer than half the eligible peo- 


ple vote in many American elec- 
tions. In 
the 
1948 
presidential 


election only 51.5 per cent of the 
population of voting age cast bal- 
lots. Even after the. hot campaign 
of 1952 the figure climbed only lo 
62.7. 


Since so many adult 
Americans 


hold their heritage in such slight 
esteem, perhaps it would' be wise 
lo drop Ihe voting age not just to 
18, but down to 13. You can bet 
the high school kjcls. would have a 
better voting rpcord, th.aa

Plan Already 
Like a Wreck

Eisenhower's school aid plan, 17 
days after he offered it to Con- 
gross, already looks like a wreck. 


He produced it Feb. 8. He said 


300,000 clossrooms are needed and 
unless 
the 
federal 
government 


helps the states, the emergency 
will continue. 


He suggested a thres-year plan 


under which the government would 
give states and local communities 
200 million dollars as a gift and 
920 millions in loans. 


In Congress, 
Democrats and 


some Republicans jumped on ths 
plan. So did one educator after 
another. Summed up, this was the 
criticism: 


The 200-million-dollar gift was 


far too small for school needs. And 
by the interest on its loans, the 
government 
would 
be 
making 


money at states' expense. 


Under the plan, states 
would 


have to set up special agencies to 
handle the loans. But some states' 
constitutions 
forbid 
such 
ar- 


rangement. The three-year 
plan 


would be too brief for some 
of 


those constitutions to be changed. 


Some states would have to pass 


special legislation to get in on the 
program. Some other states right 
now don't 
know whether 
they 


could participate. About eight are 
jh. position to-take advantage of 
the .loan arrangement right now.

American Youth Doesn't Seem 
Too Interested in Fighting 
for Great Privilege - Voting

NEW YORK (/PI— Curbstone re-

If Congress 
proposed 
a consti- 


tytional amendment making it il- 
legal for anyone under 21 to drive 
in automobile, what would hap- 
pen? 


Millions of teen-agers would let 


out an outraged cry that 
would 


echo from here to Mars. 
They'd 


write endless chain letters of pro 
.test, make mass marches on the 
nation's capital, picket the White 
House .by day and by night. 


They'd fight by fair means 
or 


foul—oven ask 
Dad 
and Mom to 


help—to preserve what 'hey regard 
as youth's inalienable right to drive 
a motor car. 


But several 
million 
teen-agers 


now hava the opportunity to fight 
for the greatest single 
privilege 


of American democracy, and, by 
and large, their attitude seems to 
be one of indifference. I refer to 
their lukewarm reaction to pro- 
posals to lower the voting age from 
21 to 18. 


Youth has got President Eisen- 


hower in its corner in this matter. 
He backs the idea of extendint the 
ballot to 18-year-olds. But 
they 


themselves don't seem steamed up 
about it. Somehow, that's kind of 
ead, too. 


Many older people, of course,

Court has banned segregation 
in 


public schools, should the govern- 
ment give any state money 
for 


new schools unless segregation in 
them is forbidden?

was 


learned yesterday, made a secret 
report last fall to the full, 25-man 
commission. The commission cculrt 
endorse the report or ignore it and 
may have intended to do the lat- 
ter. The report has not officially 
been made public. 


Yesterday a reporter got a look 


at the 300-nage document in an 
office from which ho was not per- 
mitted to remove it. There was 
no indication, this newsman relat- 
ed, that Prownell dissented from 
what the report said. 


Wlu't it said — contrary to the 


Eisenhower-Hobby endorsement of 
federal aid — was flatly this: Gov- 
einmcnt money for school son-

feel that 18-year-oJds are too lack 
ing in judgment and responsibility 
to be given the right to vote. 


That same fear in the early days 


of the Republic resulted in restric' 
lions that limited the right of vot 
ing to property owners. The same 
fear kept women from having the 
vote for more than a century. 


"Universal sufrage," contemptu 


ously remarked It to von Mismarck 
"is the government of a house by 
its nursery." 


But in 1836 a forward- thinking 


young lawyer cf'25—fellow named 
Abraham Lincoln—had just the op- 
posite thought. 


"I go for all sharing the privil 


eges of the government who assist 
in bearing 
its burdens, he write, 


add ing he favored the right of sut 
frage for those "v/ho'pay taxes or 
bear arms, by no means excludin, 
females.'' 


Tod£.y, proponents of earlier vot- 


ing point out, there are roughtly 
five million citizens between 
1 


and 21 who are now taxed without 
representation. 
Youth is not ex- 


empt from taxes on thousands o) 
items, any more than the elderly 
are. 


About 1,500,000 are married and 


have set up housekeeping. 
And 


most of the men in that age group 
are, of course, subject to military 
duty. 


Personally, I wouldn't 
give a 


hoot if every guy and his girl got 
tc vote at 18. If we trust them out 
on a public highway in a 150-horse 
tower auto, why not trust them to 
show at least ordinary common 
sense in a voting booth? 


Georgia has left its 13-year-old 


vote for quite a spell now—it's the 
only state that does—and has sur 
vjved the experiment in fine shape. 
And why not? Isn't anyone at 13, 
when atriotism and idealism and 
honesty are at their peak, as likely 
to cast a selfles; vote as he would 
be at 45? 


If we accept the logic of 
Abe 


Lincoln, we can hardly deny the 
ballot, merely on- the grounds of 
age, to young men and 
women 


who work, pay taxes, and bear 
arms when called upon. 


Iiut it would be more heartening 


if our youth got all stirred 
up 


over the issue, marched .on Wash- 
ington, and really fought to 
win 


the right to vote. Teen-agers with 
the spirit to do that would be our 
democracy's true "hopes of tomor- 
row." 


But things granted for the mers 


taking usually wind up 
being 


merely taken for granted. A stran- 
ger to our civilization might ask 
us puzzedly:. "What do you really 
hold to be more important— 
the 


right to vote, or ihe right not to 
vote?" 


Fewer than half the eligible peo- 


ple vote in many American elec- 
tions. In 
the 
1948 
presidential 


election only 51.5 per cent of the 
population of voting age cast bal- 
lots. Even after the. hot campaign 
of 1952 the figure climbed only lo 
62.7. 


Since so many adult 
Americans 


hold their heritage in such slight 
esteem, perhaps it would' be wise 
lo drop Ihe voting age not just to 
18, but down to 13. You can bet 
the high school kjcls. would have a 
better voting rpcord, th.aa 
t

Plan Already 
Like a Wreck

Eisenhower's school aid plan, 17 
days after he offered it to Con- 
gross, already looks like a wreck. 


He produced it Feb. 8. He said 


300,000 clossrooms are needed and 
unless 
the 
federal 
government 


helps the states, the emergency 
will continue. 


He suggested a thres-year plan 


under which the government would 
give states and local communities 
200 million dollars as a gift and 
920 millions in loans. 


In Congress, 
Democrats and 


some Republicans jumped on ths 
plan. So did one educator after 
another. Summed up, this was the 
criticism: 


The 200-million-dollar gift was 


far too small for school needs. And 
by the interest on its loans, the 
government 
would 
be 
making 


money at states' expense. 


Under the plan, states 
would 


have to set up special agencies to 
handle the loans. But some states' 
constitutions 
forbid 
such 
ar- 


rangement. The three-year 
plan 


would be too brief for some 
of

Too Interested in Fighting 
for Great Privilege - Voting

Millions of teen-agers would let 


out an outraged cry that

.test, make mass marches on the 
nation's capital, picket the White 
House .by day and by night. 


They'd fight by fair means 
or 


foul—oven ask 
Dad 
and Mom to 


help—to preserve what 'hey regard 
as youth's inalienable right to drive 
a motor car. 


But several 
million 
teen-agers 


now hava the opportunity to fight 
for the greatest single 
privilege 


of American democracy, and, by 
and large, their attitude seems to 
be one of indifference. I refer to 
their lukewarm reaction to pro- 
posals to lower the voting age from 
21 to 18.

hower in its corner in this matter.

"Universal sufrage," contemptu 


ously remarked It to von Mismarck 
"is the government of a house by 
its nursery." 


But in 1836 a forward- thinking 


young lawyer cf'25—fellow named 
Abraham Lincoln—had just the op- 
posite thought. 


"I go for all sharing the privil 


eges of the government who assist 
in bearing 
its burdens, he write, 


add ing he favored the right of sut 
frage for those "v/ho'pay taxes or 
bear arms, by no means excludin, 
females.'' 


Tod£.y, proponents of earlier vot- 


ing point out, there are roughtly 
five million citizens between 
1 


and 21 who are now taxed without 
representation. 
Youth is not ex- 


empt from taxes on thousands o) 
items, any more than the elderly 
are. 


About 1,500,000 are married and 


have set up housekeeping. 
And 


most of the men in that age group 
are, of course, subject to military 
duty. 


Personally, I wouldn't 
give a 


hoot if every guy and his girl got 
tc vote at 18. If we trust them out 
on a public highway in a 150-horse 
tower auto, why not trust them to 
show at least ordinary common 
sense in a voting booth? 


Georgia has left its 13-year-old 


vote for quite a spell now—it's the 
only state that does—and has sur 
vjved the experiment in fine shape. 
And why not? Isn't anyone at 13, 
when atriotism and idealism and 
honesty are at their peak, as likely 
to cast a selfles; vote as he would 
be at 45? 


If we accept the logic of 
Abe 


Lincoln, we can hardly deny the 
ballot, merely on- the grounds of 
age, to young men and 
women 


who work, pay taxes, and bear 
arms when called upon. 


Iiut it would be more heartening 


if our youth got all stirred 
up 


over the issue, marched .on Wash- 
ington, and really fought to 
win 


the right to vote. Teen-agers with 
the spirit to do that would be our 
democracy's true "hopes of tomor- 
row." 


But things granted for the mers 


taking usually wind up 
being 


merely taken for granted. A stran- 
ger to our civilization might ask 
us puzzedly:. "What do you really 
hold to be more important— 
the 


right to vote, or ihe right not to 
vote?" 


Fewer than half the eligible peo- 


ple vote in many American elec- 
tions. In 
the 
1948 
presidential 


election only 51.5 per cent of the 
population of voting age cast bal- 
lots. Even after the. hot campaign 
of 1952 the figure climbed only lo 
62.7. 


Since so many adult 
Americans 


hold their heritage in such slight 
esteem, perhaps it would' be wise 
lo drop Ihe voting age not just to 
18, but down to 13. You can bet 
the high school kjcls. would have a 
better voting rpcord, th.aa

In Congress,

The 200-million-dollar gift was 


far too small for school needs. And

The same 
fear kept women from having the 
vote for more than a century. 


"Universal sufrage," contemptu 


ously remarked It to von Mismarck 
"is the government of a house by 
its nursery." 


But in 1836 a forward- thinking 


young lawyer cf'25—fellow named 
Abraham Lincoln—had just the op- 
posite thought. 


"I go for all sharing the privil 


eges of the government who assist 
in bearing 
its burdens, he write, 


add ing he favored the right of sut 
frage for those "v/ho'pay taxes or 
bear arms, by no means excludin, 
females.'' 


Tod£.y, proponents of earlier vot- 


ing point out, there are roughtly 
five million citizens between 
1 


and 21 who are now taxed without 
representation. 
Youth is not ex- 


empt from taxes on thousands o) 
items, any more than the elderly 
are. 


About 1,500,000 are married and 


have set up housekeeping. 
And 


most of the men in that age group 
are, of course, subject to military 
duty. 


Personally, I wouldn't 
give a 


hoot if every guy and his girl got 
tc vote at 18. If we trust them out 
on a public highway in a 150-horse 
tower auto, why not trust them to 
show at least ordinary common 
sense in a voting booth? 


Georgia has left its 13-year-old 


vote for quite a spell now—it's the 
only state that does—and has sur 
vjved the experiment in fine shape. 
And why not? Isn't anyone at 13, 
when atriotism and idealism and 
honesty are at their peak, as likely 
to cast a selfles; vote as he would 
be at 45? 


If we accept the logic of 
Abe 


Lincoln, we can hardly deny the 
ballot, merely on- the grounds of 
age, to young men and 
women 


who work, pay taxes, and bear 
arms when called upon. 


Iiut it would be more heartening 


if our youth got all stirred 
up 


over the issue, marched .on Wash- 
ington, and really fought to 
win 


the right to vote. Teen-agers with 
the spirit to do that would be our 
democracy's true "hopes of tomor- 
row." 


But things granted for the mers 


taking usually wind up 
being 


merely taken for granted. A stran- 
ger to our civilization might ask 
us puzzedly:. "What do you really 
hold to be more important— 
the 


right to vote, or ihe right not to 
vote?" 


Fewer than half the eligible peo- 


ple vote in many American elec- 
tions. In 
the 
1948 
presidential 


election only 51.5 per cent of the 
population of voting age cast bal- 
lots. Even after the. hot campaign 
of 1952 the figure climbed only lo 
62.7. 


Since so many adult 
Americans 


hold their heritage in such slight 
esteem, perhaps it would' be wise 
lo drop Ihe voting age not just to 
18, but down to 13. You can bet 
the high school kjcls. would have a 
better voting rpcord, th.aa 
t

American Youth Doesn't Seem 
Too Interested in Fighting 
for Great Privilege - Voting

NEW YORK (/PI— Curbstone re-

If Congress

tytional amendment making it il- 
legal for anyone under 21 to drive 
in automobile, what would hap- 
pen? 


Millions of teen-agers would let 


out an outraged cry that 
would 


echo from here to Mars. 
They'd 


write endless chain letters of pro 
.test, make mass marches on the 
nation's capital, picket the White 
House .by day and by night. 


They'd fight by fair means 
or 


foul—oven ask 
Dad 
and Mom to 


help—to preserve what 'hey regard 
as youth's inalienable right to drive 
a motor car. 


But several 
million 
teen-agers 


now hava the opportunity to fight 
for the greatest single 
privilege 


of American democracy, and, by 
and large, their attitude seems to 
be one of indifference. I refer to 
their lukewarm reaction to pro- 
posals to lower the voting age from 
21 to 18. 


Youth has got President Eisen- 


hower in its corner in this matter. 
He backs the idea of extendint the 
ballot to 18-year-olds. But 
they 


themselves don't seem steamed up 
about it. Somehow, that's kind of 
ead, too. 


Many older people, of course,

"Universal sufrage," contemptu 


ously remarked It to von Mismarck 
"is the government of a house by 
its nursery." 


But in 1836 a forward- thinking 


young lawyer cf'25—fellow named 
Abraham Lincoln—had just the op- 
posite thought. 


"I go for all sharing the privil 


eges of the government who assist 
in bearing 
its burdens, he write, 


add ing he favored the right of sut 
frage for those "v/ho'pay taxes or 
bear arms, by no means excludin, 
females.'' 


Tod£.y, proponents of earlier vot- 


ing point out, there are roughtly 
five million citizens between 
1 


and 21 who are now taxed without 
representation. 
Youth is not ex- 


empt from taxes on thousands o) 
items, any more than the elderly 
are. 


About 1,500,000 are married and 


have set up housekeeping. 
And 


most of the men in that age group 
are, of course, subject to military 
duty. 


Personally, I wouldn't 
give a 


hoot if every guy and his girl got 
tc vote at 18. If we trust them out 
on a public highway in a 150-horse 
tower auto, why not trust them to 
show at least ordinary common 
sense in a voting booth? 


Georgia has left its 13-year-old 


vote for quite a spell now—it's the 
only state that does—and has sur 
vjved the experiment in fine shape. 
And why not? Isn't anyone at 13, 
when atriotism and idealism and 
honesty are at their peak, as likely 
to cast a selfles; vote as he would 
be at 45? 


If we accept the logic of 
Abe 


Lincoln, we can hardly deny the 
ballot, merely on- the grounds of 
age, to young men and 
women 


who work, pay taxes, and bear 
arms when called upon. 


Iiut it would be more heartening 


if our youth got all stirred 
up 


over the issue, marched .on Wash- 
ington, and really fought to 
win 


the right to vote. Teen-agers with 
the spirit to do that would be our 
democracy's true "hopes of tomor- 
row." 


But things granted for the mers 


taking usually wind up 
being 


merely taken for granted. A stran- 
ger to our civilization might ask 
us puzzedly:. "What do you really 
hold to be more important— 
the 


right to vote, or ihe right not to 
vote?" 


Fewer than half the eligible peo- 


ple vote in many American elec- 
tions. In 
the 
1948 
presidential 


election only 51.5 per cent of the 
population of voting age cast bal- 
lots. Even after the. hot campaign 
of 1952 the figure climbed only lo 
62.7. 


Since so many adult 
Americans 


hold their heritage in such slight 
esteem, perhaps it would' be wise 
lo drop Ihe voting age not just to 
18, but down to 13. You can bet 
the high school kjcls. would have a 
better voting rpcord, th.aa 
t

Reading Foils 
to Disqualify 
Criminal Juror 


LITTLE ROCK 
— The Ar 


kansas Supreme Court today said 
that the habit of reading a news- 
paper didn't disqualify a person 


juror in a 
from 
serving as a 


criminal case. 


Chief Justice Griffin Smith made 


a comment to that effect in writ- 
ing an opinion which upheld a 28- 
year sentence against Andrew Jack- 
son Roe in connection with the 
robbery of the bank of Swifton on 
Dec. 1, 1953. 


A Jackson Circuit Court 
jury 


gave 
Roe 21 years for robbery 


and seven years for burglarly for 
the $8,(iOO robbery in which ail but 
about $100 was recovered. 


The defense cc/niended that some 


jurors were 
prejudiced because 


they admitted having formed tenta- 
tive opinions based on newspaper 
reports of what someone had told 
them. 


The chief justice wrote that all 


who were accepted had said they 
would be guided solely by the tes- 
timony despite any priijr impres- 
sions they might have. 


He added: 
"There was no error in accept- 


ing these men. It is no longer prac- 
ticable in an intelligent 
society 


to select jurors from a psycholog-

Reading Foils 
to Disqualify

LITTLE ROCK 
— The Ar 


kansas Supreme Court today said 
that the habit of reading a news- 
paper didn't disqualify a person 


juror in a 
from 
serving as a 


criminal case. 


Chief Justice Griffin Smith made 


a comment to that effect in writ- 
ing an opinion which upheld a 28- 
year sentence against Andrew Jack- 
son Roe in connection with the 
robbery of the bank of Swifton on 
Dec. 1, 1953. 


A Jackson Circuit Court 
jury 


gave 
Roe 21 years for robbery 


and seven years for burglarly for 
the $8,(iOO robbery in which ail but 
about $100 was recovered. 


The defense cc/niended that some 


jurors were 
prejudiced because 


they admitted having formed tenta- 
tive opinions based on newspaper 
reports of what someone had told 
them. 


The chief justice wrote that all 


who were accepted had said they 
would be guided solely by the tes- 
timony despite any priijr impres- 
sions they might have. 


He added: 
"There was no error in accept- 


It is no longer prac- 
ticable in an intelligent 
society 


to select jurors from a psycholog-

kansas Supreme Court today said 
that the habit of reading a news- 
paper didn't disqualify a person

Chief Justice Griffin Smith made 


a comment to that effect in writ- 
ing an opinion which upheld a 28- 
year sentence against Andrew Jack- 
son Roe in connection with the 
robbery of the bank of Swifton on 
Dec. 1, 1953. 


A Jackson Circuit Court 
jury 


gave 
Roe 21 years for robbery 


and seven years for burglarly for 
the $8,(iOO robbery in which ail but 
about $100 was recovered. 


The defense cc/niended that some 


jurors were 
prejudiced because 


they admitted having formed tenta- 
tive opinions based on newspaper 
reports of what someone had told 
them. 


The chief justice wrote that all 


who were accepted had said they 
would be guided solely by the tes- 
timony despite any priijr impres- 
sions they might have.

Reading Foils 
to Disqualify 
Criminal Juror 


LITTLE ROCK 
— The Ar 


kansas Supreme Court today said 
that the habit of reading a news- 
paper didn't disqualify a person 


juror in a 
from 
serving as a 


criminal case. 


Chief Justice Griffin Smith made 


a comment to that effect in writ- 
ing an opinion which upheld a 28- 
year sentence against Andrew Jack- 
son Roe in connection with the 
robbery of the bank of Swifton on 
Dec. 1, 1953. 


A Jackson Circuit Court 
jury 


gave 
Roe 21 years for robbery 


and seven years for burglarly for 
the $8,(iOO robbery in which ail but 
about $100 was recovered. 


The defense cc/niended that some 


jurors were 
prejudiced because 


they admitted having formed tenta- 
tive opinions based on newspaper 
reports of what someone had told 
them. 


The chief justice wrote that all 


who were accepted had said they 
would be guided solely by the tes- 
timony despite any priijr impres- 
sions they might have. 


He added: 
"There was no error in accept- 


ing these men. It is no longer prac- 
ticable in an intelligent 
society 


to select jurors from a psycholog-

Chief Justice Griffin Smith made 


a comment to that effect in writ- 
ing an opinion which upheld a 28- 
year sentence against Andrew Jack- 
son Roe in connection with the 
robbery of the bank of Swifton on 
Dec. 1, 1953. 


A Jackson Circuit Court 
jury 


gave 
Roe 21 years for robbery 


and seven years for burglarly for 
the $8,(iOO robbery in which ail but 
about $100 was recovered. 


The defense cc/niended that some 


jurors were 
prejudiced because 


they admitted having formed tenta- 
tive opinions based on newspaper 
reports of what someone had told 
them. 


The chief justice wrote that all 


who were accepted had said they 
would be guided solely by the tes- 
timony despite any priijr impres- 
sions they might have.
